Purfued by this 
wietchacrofs a fied, until fhe arrived at 
a tremendous precipice, (of which there 
are many io that part of the country) 
unable to proceed, fhe fll om her kaces, 
and implored for heaven’s fake to be 
{pared ; uamindfal of her fupplication, 
he again Jaid hold of her, with a deter- 
mined refolutioa to ruia her ; at laft, on- 
able to bear the thoughts of fuch dif- 
grace, fhe ftrogpled, exerting all her 
ftrength, until fhe was broughz upon the 
brink of the rock, ftill cootinuing her 
feeble efforts to free herfelf from his 
brutal hands, with a fudden fpring the 
fell headlung to the bottom, where fhe 
iaflastly expired, beiog crufhed in a 
moft horrid manner: The wretch, in 
attempting to look after this innocent 
widtim, over reached, and tumbled after 
her, where he las ia agony for two hours, 
having broke both his legs and his back, 
then expiring, entreating pardon of the 
Almighty, and limenting the fate of this 
unfortunate maid, whofe rifiag graces 
prowifed all their future charms. This 
tragical fcene was witnei ed by a fhep- 
herd ata ciftance, by whom the parti- 
cuiars were related.

fire, and theattack fo well kept up, 
that he faw eight or nine bombs at 
atime in the zif and he thought 
would be more fucceisfut than che’ 
preceding days.

A Proclamation. 


W HEREAS by the IXth of the 
articles of Confederation, it is 
among other things declared, that “ the 
United States in Congrefs affembled, 
have the fole and exclufive right and 
power of repulaticg the trade, and ma- 
naging all affairs with the Indians, not 
members of apy of the States; provided 
that the legiflative right of any State, 
within its own limits, be not infringed 
or violated.” And whereas it is effen- 
tial to the welfare and intere& of the 
United States, as well as neceffary tor 
the maintenance of harmony and friend? 
fhip with the Indians, not members of 
any of the States, that all caufe of quar- 
rel and comp.aint between them and the 
United States, or any of them, fhould 
be removed and prevented.— Therefore 
the United States in Congrefs affembled, 
have thought proper to iffue their pro- 
clamation, and they do hereby prohibit 
and forbid all perfons from making fet- 
tlements on lands inhabited or claimed 
by Indians, without the limits or jurif- 
digtion of any particnlar State, and from 
purchafing or receiving apy giftor ceffion 
of fuch lands or claims, without the ex- 
prefs authority and directions of the 
United States in Congrefs affzmbled. 
And it is moreover declared, that 
every fech perchafe or fettlemcat, gift 
or ceffion, not baving the authority a- 
forcfaid, is null and void, and that no 
right or tile will accrue in confequence 
of any fuch purchafe, gift, ceflion or
